SEEK KILLER 
OF INVENTOR 


East Orange (N. J.) Police 
Have Only Meagre Clues 
To Murderer. 


East Ornate, N. J , June 17 (AP) 
—Three clues—a description of a 
mysterious stranger, three sharply 
defined footprints and a discharged 
pistol shell—gave homicide squad 
detectives their only leads Monday 
night as they hunted the slayer of 
Daniel McFarlan Moore, 67, one­ 
time associate of the late Thomas 
A. Edison. 
Moore, a retired electrical engi­ 
neer and a noted inventor in his 
own right, was killed early Monday 
by two .22-calibre bullets fired into 
his head after a dispute in the rain 
v ith an unidentified 
man on the 
lawn of his home. 
Police Chief C. N. Nell said It was 
"murder.” but twelve hours later lie 
had found no motive and said he 
“had no suspect in mind.” 
Mrs. Earl M Taber, a neighbor, 
told police she heard voices as lf 
men were quarreling and a moment 
later heard two shots. 
She then 
heard someone running along the 
gravel driveway, she said, and look­ 
ing out her window, saw Moore’s 
body on the ground. 
Police found four footprints in 
the soft earth near by. They said 
one was Moore’s, but that the oth­ 
ers were larger. A policeman was 
stationed to guard them until the 
ground dried 
sufficiently 
for im­ 
pressions to be taken. 
The bullet shell was found near 
the body. Powder burns showed the 
second shot was fired at close range, 
and Chief Dell expressed belief it 
was used to make certain of death.

(AP).—A 
new alloy for the manufacture of 
shot used by sportsmen that is ex­ 
pected greatly to reduce the lass of 
wild duck and other water fowl from 
lead poisoning was announced Tues­ 
day by the Biological Survey, De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
The new alloy is composed of a 
mixture of lead and magnesium 
that disintegrates in water, or, if 
eaten by water fowl, breaks up rap­ 
idly in the gizzard and is completely 
digested before the lead can be ab­ 
sorbed in the bird's body, it was ex­ 
plained. 
The Biological Survey said that a 
considerable loss of wild ducks re­ 
sulted when they pick up shot while 
feeding on marshy areas. 
Condition Described 
Tile slow toxic action of the lead 
first causes ducks to lase their pow­ 
er of flight, and then their ability 
to swim or walk. 
In this helpless 
condition, even should they survive 
the ravages of poison, the birds are 
likely to become victims of the cle­ 
ments or of predatators,” it stated. 
The possibility of developing non­ 
toxic shot material was suggested to 
Dr. Robert G. Green, of the medical 
school. University of Minnesota, and 
Prof. Ralph L. Dodwell, of the uni­ 
versity’s school of mines, by Dr. J. F,. 
Shillinger, in charge of the biologi­ 
cal survey’s wild-life disease-control 
investigation. 
Experiments Made 
“Experimental shot made of the 
alloy thus developed, when dropped 
in water, or eaten by ducks, give 
off small quantities of gas and be­ 


come porous,” it was explained. The 
bureau also pointed out th at “by 
taking X-ray photographs 
of 
a 
mallard duck used in feeding tests, 
the scientists were able to observe 
the rapid breaking up within tho 
bird’s digestive tract of shot made 
of the alloy.”
